happy at home. Ata time when so 
much is being said in condemnation of 
ihe trend toward the big cities, the 
smaller communities could hardly do 
better than to make themselves more 
interesting. The Women's Club. of

land, but in the interest of many other 
places that are backward in the im- 
portant particular of providing for the 
proper entertainment and amusement 
of their younger sons and daughters.

BIENNIAL NOTES. 

At the time of the Biennial Conven- 
tion of the General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs in Chicago, June 9-19, 
there will be a conference upon the 
Relation of the Club to the Commun- 
ity, at which a resolution will be pre- 
sented concerning the subject of 
Dress. 

Mrs. Mary I. Wood, ef Portsmouth, 
N. H., head of the Bureau of Informa- 
tion, has written the following letter 
to all presidents of clubs affiliated 
with the General Federation: 

“Over and over again, especially 
during the past twelve months, the 
subject of women’s dress has been 
brought to attention. Women 
have written to me, both personally 
and as Manager of the Bureau of In- 
formation of the General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, complaining that 
they were unable any longer to buy 
skirts which did not hinder locomo- 
tion; men have stopped me on_ the 
street to call my attention to some 
particularly noticeable costume (one 


my 


of those which covered everything 
and concealed nothing) and have 
asked if there was not something 
that could be done about it; social 


workers have discussed in my pres- 
ence the effect which dress has upon 
morals; advocates of the dance, have 
urged that proper dressing would go 
far toward overcoming the evils of 
improper dancing; and many 
others have brought the matter to my 
attention and each and all with the 
request that the clubwomen take 
some action in the matter 

Influenced by these things and 
moved by my own observation, I am 
led to ask myself and the clubwomen 
at large if the matter is not one in 
which we are vitally concerned. We 
are recognized as the vital thinking 
force among the American women; is 
it not time that we should cease to 
adopt and countenance styles set for 
us by Parisian houses, regardless of 
ihe influence of such styles upon our 
comfort, taste or sense of decency?” 

The proposed resolution is: 

Whereas: The General Federation 
of Women’s Clubs, in convention as- 
sembled, view with disapproval the 
present extreme tendency among 
American women to follow designs in 
dress, regardless of beauty, comfort 
or modesty; and, 

Whereas: These objectionable de- 
signs m women’s clothes emanate 
largely, if not entirely from foreign 
houses; and, 

Whereas: This constant patronage 
of foreign designs and foreign ma- 
terials hinders a normal development 
of American art and manufacture; Be 
it, therefore, 

Resolved; That this convention, in 
full recognition of the rights and priv- 
ileges of the individual, places itself 
on record as heartily in favor of the 
movement for simpler, more becom- 
ing, and more modest designs in wom- 
en’s clothes. and urges the co-opera- 
tion of all clubs and clubwomen of the 
Federation in a concrete effort 
adopt styles in dress adapted to Amer- 
ican needs, and to encourage Ameri- 
can designers and manufacturers.

BENJAMIN KING. 


Benjamin King, a veteran railroad 
Man, a veteran Odd Fellow, veteran 
reman and one of the best known 
residents of Wollaston, passed peace- 
fully away this morning at his home. 
Mr. King has been complaining of 
trouble about the heart for several 
days. This morning he arose as 
usual and had _ breakfast. After 
breakfast he went to his room and laid 
down and passed into a peaceful 
sleep from which he did not awake. 
He was found sometime later, and his 
son Samuel M. King, notified. 

Mr. King was born in Boston, Aug. 
4, 1832. He spent his younger days 
about his native place and was edu- 
cated in the public schools of Boston. 
Leaving school he ‘entered the em- 
ploy of the old Boston & Albany rail- 
road as a fireman. While engaged 
as such he was in an accident during 
which his engine left the iron and 
toppled over onto Mr. King. It was 
thought that he was fatally injured 
but later recovered. 

He never returned to the locomotive 
cab, however, but returned to the rail- 
road and was employed in the shops 
for 54 years. It was while thus em- 
ployed that he became a member of 
the Boston fire department and was 
captain of Hose 2, located on Hudson 
street. He did gallant work while a 
member of the Boston fire department 
and was a member of the Veteran Fire 
mans association of that city until it 
went out of existence. 

It was during the war times that he 
Was connected with the Boston Fire 
department and during the great fire 
in Boston in 1872, although not then 
a member of the department the old 
spirit was still with him and putting 
on his veteran firemans badge he re- 
ported to District Chief Regan for 
duty and was assigned to take charge 
of the out of town firemen at the fire 
in the Brown & Durrell building. 
This duty he faithfully performed. 

He came to Quincy in 1871 and has 
since made this city his home. He 
Was appointed an assistant engineer 
of the fire department of-the city and 
served during the years 1886 and 1887. 
For several years past he has had 
charge of the birthplace of President 
John Quincy Adams for the Quincy 
Historical society. 

Mr. King was for some years a 
member of the Board of Managers of 
Public Burial Places of this city, hav- 
ing been first appointed in 1898. He 
Was also at one time sexton of the 
Wollaston Congregational church, 

Mr. King was also a veteran Odd 
Fellaw being a member of Tremont 
lodge for fifty years and Trimount 
encampment of Boston. 

Several branches of the Odd Fel- 
lows were present at the funeral at 
They 
were John Hancock lodge of Wollas- 
ton, Tremont lodge of Boston and Tri- 


mountain encampment of Boston. 
Other long time friends of Captain 
King attended the services. Rev. 


Joseph W. Walther of the Wollaston 
Baptist church officiated and there 
Was singing by members of that 
church. 

The burial was in Mt. Wollaston 
cemetery, and laid on the grave were 
floral remembrances from the organi- 
zations and from Quincy Historical 
Society for which he has been curator 
at the Adams’ birthplace on Frank- 
lin street for many years. Several 
of the veteran firemen of the city 
paid their respects to the deceased at 
the cemetery.

15th at the pass gate of Fore River 
shipyard, James Pease, was called by 
Chief Bradley to step to the desk. 
The chief in a few well chosen words 
presented Mr. Pease with a hand- 
some meerschaum pipe.

There is a wide scope to the work 
of the Womens Clubs of Massachu- 
setts as shown at the Federation at 
Worcester this week. One depart- 
ment is for welfare work industrial 
plants, reported by Mrs. Clarence W. 
Clark and summarized as follows: 

Quincy Women’s Club: “h“e Fore 
River Ship Building Corporation runs 
an apprentice department in connec- 
tion with part time Schools.” 

Springfield Woman’s Club: “The 
club hires a woman for social work 
in the city. She is woman probation 
officer for the district of the Spring- 


field Police Court, and also works 
among the girls of the city.” 
Waltham Woman's Club: “A visit- 


ing nurse in the cotton mill and 
watch factory.” 

Tuesday Morning Club, Great Bar- 
rington: “Evening cooking school for 
Polish mothers and sewing classes 
for mill girls.” 

Roxburghe Club, Roxbury: “Plant 
shoe tactory has doctor, rest rooms, 
reading rooms, a dance on Fridays 
for employes, chaperoned by the doc- 
tor, and a mutual benefit association.” 

Walpole Woman's Club: “A factory 
nurse has been installed; this social 
worker keeps in touch with the home 
conditions as well as the factory con- 
ditions, and identifies herself with the 
Girls’ Club and the Visiting Nurse As- 
sociation.” 

Plymouth Woman's Club: “Classes in 
cooking, sloyd, basketry, cane-seating 
and sewing. A dining-hall, library, 
kindergarten, district nurses, brass 
band, bathhouses, annual exhibit of 
fruit, flowers, vegetables, poultry and 
handiwork: comfortable and 
assistance in planning and caring for 
gardens, orchards and poultry.” 

Cantabrigia Cleb of Cambridge: 
“Several industrial plants in Cam-- 
bridge furnish lunchrooms and a 
trained nurse; evening are 
held which are open to and attended 
by many factory workers; English is 
being taught to Lithuanians; basket- 
hall clubs and camp fire groups are 
formed and tennis is to be tried this 
summer.”

At this time committees were 
appointed and the meeting adjourned 
until March 20 when, a constitution 
and by-laws were voted upon, and 
officers elected; it was therefore on 
March 20, 1913, that the Wollaston 
Woman's club began its existence as 
an organized club. The first regular 
meeting was held April 15, 1913, and 
in all there have been seventeen regu- 
lar meetings; three of these have been 
held in the evening, so at these three 
we have been able to enjoy gentlemen 
guests, 

The Executive Board has held nine- 
teen meetings, five of which have 
heen called for special business. The 
President, Mrs. Arthur D. Ropes, has

The program presented to the club 
in this our first year has been a varied 
one; we have had eight meetings de- 
voted to lectures and addresses on va- 
rious subjects, two to dramatic read- 
ings, two to music; one opera 
one afternoon of dramatics, one of 
miscellaneous readings and two for 
sociability, with a social half hour at 
seven other meetings. 

On the evening of Jan. 6, a large au- 
dience of men and women filled the 
Wollaston School hall to hear Dr. 
Woods (Hutchinson speak on “Which 
is Man’s Life? His Work or his Play?” 
For the great success of this evening 
we are indebted to the energetic work 
of the Home Economics Committee.

Another very large meeting 
held May 6, when “The Rivals” 
presented in Quincy Music hall by a 
cast composed of club members. This 
meeting was under the auspices of the 
Program Committee, Miss Theodora 
A. Luard having the special charge of 
the play. At both of these meetings 
we had unlimited guest privilege. 
At other meetings we have had the 
pleasure of hearing Mrs. Henry C. 
Mulligan, Mrs. Frank Young, Mrs. P.

We have twice been obliged to 


change our day of meeting and there- 
fore to suspend a by-law for those 
days. 

Some of the most important actions 
taken at our club meetings are as 
follows:—On April 15, 1913 it was 
voted that the Wollaston Woman's 
club join the Massachusetts Federa- 
tion of Women's clubs. On the same 
date it was voted to raise the member- 
ship from 250 to 300.

April 7 a committee was appointed 
to meet with other Women’s clubs of 
Quincy to make plans for federating 
our City Clubs. On the same date it 
was voted to invest in five Sachem 
club bonds at $100 each. 

Several special events in the history 
of cur club must tbe recorded. On 


February 25, 1914, the club took 
charge of a special edition of the 
Quincy Evening Telegram. Our 


president, Mrs. Ropes was Editor in 
Chief; Mrs. William C. Crane, City Ed- 
itor; Mrs. Edward O. Woodward, 
chairman of the Circulating Commit- 
tee and Mrs. William E. Rowe, chair- 
man of the Advertising committee. 
Besides the financial success of the 
paper whici is stated in the report of 
the Treasurer, this special edition 
brought out a great deal of latent tal- 
ent and energy, as well as increasing 
the co-operation among members of 
the club. Other events held under the 
management of the different commit- 
tees are the Hallowe'en dance, a con- 
cert given by the Wollaston Woman's 
club chorus, Pageant of Trees, three 
Opera Talks by W. L. Hubbard, A 
Christmas entertainment given at the 
City Farm and distribution of Christ- 
mas gifts at the Fresh Air Camp; 
law class; (Current 
Events class, Christmas sale by the 
Arts and Crafts Exchange and Wom- 
en's Exchange, as well as many suc- 
cessful classes held by the Arts and 
Crafts Committee.

Councilman Ross in his statement 
said that he had been a resident of 
Quincy for thirty years, and a member 
of the City Council for three years.

GRADE CROSSING BILL, 


(Special from State House.) 
At the conclusion of an extended 


June 19, passed to be engrossed the 

| bill for the aboliton of Quincy grade 
crossings by depression. This bill 
carries with it a referendum to the 
people of Quincy. 

The bill found Representative Mi- 
chael T. Sullivan of Quincy its hear- 
tiest supporter. Representative Ed- 
ward J. Sandberg of Quincy favored 
the bill because it contained the refer- 
endum. He stated his belief that the 
people of Quincy should be allowed to 
determine for themselves which form 
of elimination preferable. HRepre- 
sentative McAnarney of Boston and 
Representative Davis of Boston also 
added to the support of the Quincy 
members. 

The opposition was voiced _ princi- 
pally by Representatives Channing H. 
Cox of Boston, Thomas W. White of 
Newton and Essex S. Abbott of Haver- 
hill. Mr. Abbott read a letter from 
Carle R. Hayward of the Massachus- 
etts Institute of Technology, a resi- 
dent of Quincy, who said that regard- 
less of whatever action may be taken 
by the people of Quincy, the elevation 
of tracks is the best method to be fol- 


is 


lowed in the abolition of the cross- 
ings. 
The proponents of the bill were 


brief but effectual in their arguments. 
Mr. Sullivan contended that a vast ma- 
jority of the citizens favor the elimin- 
ation by depression of the tracks and 


that their desire should be granted. 
Mr. Sandberg said that the people 


should not be forbidden the right to 
express their choice. 

Mr. Abbott contended that the iegis- 
lature should not be moved by senti- 
but should consider the 
proposition from a scientific and eco- 
nomical standpoint. He said that 
men of technical training competent 
tO pass upon the question have decid- 
ed that elevation is essential. 

Mr. Sullivan, in closing the argu- 
ment for the bill, said that the opin- 
Mr. Hayward no better 
than that of any other interested ci- 
tizen of Quincy. 

On a show of hands the bill was fost 
562 to 51, but Mr. Sullivan secured a 
roll call, and the vote on engrossment 
Was 107 yea to 82 nay, a majority of 25 

The Act which is known as House 
bill No. 2757 has matured since first 
presented to the Legislature, and con- 
tains some provisions unknown to the 
people of Quincy. Perhaps the  tax- 
payers of the city may object to Sec- 
tion The Act in full as reported by 
the Committee on bills in third read- 
ing, as it passed the House reads: 

Section 1. The crossings at grade 
of Saville and Water streets in the ci- 
ty of Quincy with the location of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad and the Old Colony Railroad 
shall, as expeditiously as possible af- 
ter the acceptance of this act, as here- 
inafter provided, be abolished by de- 
pressing the tracks of said railroads 
from Norfolk Downs to South Quincy 
at the Braintree line. 

Section 2. The superior court sit- 
ting in and for the county of Norfolk 
shall have jurisdiction in equity upon 
a petition by the city council of Quin- 
cy or by the New York, New Haven 
and Hartford Railroad, after notice by 
public service 
commission of the entry of such peti- 
tion, to appoint a commission of three 
disinterested persons. 

Section 3. Except as herein other- 
wise provided the said commission of 
three persons shall have all the pow- 
ers and duties and all proceedings 
shall be had by and before said com- 
mission and the public service <com- 
mission and in the said court, as if 
said commission were appointed under 
a petition filed under section twenty- 
nine of chapter four hundred and six- 
ty-three of the acts of the year nine- 
teen hundred and six and acts in ad- 
dition thereto and in amendment there- 
of.

streets shall be indemnified therefor 
by the city of Quincy. If the amount 
of said damages cannot be agreed 
upon they shall be determined by a 
jury upon a petition filed in the super- 
ior court by either the city of Quincy 
or the person so damaged and paid in 
the manner provided by law for the 
determination and payment of dam- 
ages suffered by the laying out or dis- 
continuance of highways. 

Section 6. Except as is otherwise 
provided in section four, this act shall 
not take effect until it is accepted by 
the city of Quincy in the manner here- 
inafter provided. 

Section 7. At the annual municipal 
election to be held at the city of 
Quincy in nineteen hundred and four- 
teen there shall be placed on the offi- 
cial ballot the following question: 
“Shall chapter——of the acts of the 
year nineteen hundred and fourteen, 
being an act relative to the abolition 
of grade crossings in the city of Quin- 
|cy by depressing the tracks be accep- 
ted?” 

If a majority of the votes cast upon 
the said question are in the affirma-
